In a recent report from a conference on post ischemic vascular damage the role of 
circulating endothelial progenitor cells (EPCs) for vascular homeostasis was discussed 
by J. M. Hill. He is currently at Bethesda. Apparently patients with CAD revealed 
reduced levels and functional impairment of EPCs , which correlated with risk factors 
for CAD. Perhaps circulating endothelial progenitor cells can he used, as biomarkers of 
potential harm for CVD.
